Four Venerable Preachers 

Pleasant Hill Baptist Church, sit- 
uated near Wick's store, about 8 miles 
northeast of town, was the scene yes- 
terday of a remarkable meeting.

The latter is 
the oldest and is now nearing his 80th 
year. He lives at Elkton and is still 
in active service as a preacher. Rev. 
J. U. Spurliu lives at Sinking Fork. 
Rev. A. W. Meacham, who was or- 
dained in K>, resides at Gracey, and 
Rev. Calvin Meachain's home is near 
Pilot Rock. They are all over 70 years 
of age, grew up as boys together, 
were sent out by the same church and 
all still live within 20 miles of each 
other. They had a very enjoyable 
reunion.

"It is not possible there is any real 
basis for the fear sometimes expressed 
that bringing silver back to its proper 
status will cause foreign nations to 
'dump' all their silver here and smother 
us! Where is it, to this extent, to come 
from? Who has got it? The emptiness, 
of ihls charge Ivas fully exposed by 
Senator Jones, of Nevada, in his re- 
markable speech— a very pandect of in- 
formation on this question and cognate 
questions — delivered in the United 
States senate in October, 1893; and in 
that speech Senator Jones showed con- 
clusively, if there were grounds for 
such a fear, we could easily, by wise 
and judicious laws, protect ourselves 
against any such efforts. 

"Is it fair to degrade, demonetize 
silver, and then to complain it is of lit- 
tle value? This, with all due respact 
to everybody, is bordering on the 'vul- 
gar legerdemain of sophistry'; it is a 
complaint that one cannot see after 
himself stirring up a dust; it is the 
logic the wolf uses against the lamb; 
it is to allege the sourcn of the stream 
has been befouled and poisoned by its 
mouth— the effect is put before the 
cause— and indeed 'it is to viudicate op- 
pression by pointing to the deprava- 
tion which oppression has pro- 
duced.' This mode of argument 
lacks that element without which no 
human speech or conduct is of value or 
entitled to one moment's respect— fair- 
ness."

The 
friends of silver need not dread or fear 
such weapons;^ they can meet them 
successfully, I am confident, on all 
parts of the ground, and they should 
put on their armor, and gird themselves 
for the struggle, until it is completed 
to a finish. 

"And now, and here, just as soon a« 
possible, this controversy should be 
settled; no more evasion; no more 
straddling; no more postponing. The 
country, and the business of the coun- 
try, regardless of personal or party 
ambition or success, want it settled 
and they are entitled to have it settled 
as quickly as can be. Let business and 
the laws know and understand each 
other, and adjust themselves accord- 
ingly, for not till then will the coun- 
try be prosperous and at ease again.

The moneraetallists endeavor to make 
it appear that the demand for bimetal- 
lism is purely a western fad, and that 
it has its origin, its encouragement 
and its being with the silver miners 
and debtors busily engaged in trying 
to defraud their creditora 

These statements, however, are con- 
stantly receiving rude shocks when 
some distinctively eastern man comes 
out tor bimetallism. Thus the other 
day ex-Senator Blair pronounced in 
favor of the old system, which ap to 
prevailed the world over except in 
Wreat Britain; and now comes ex-Sec- 
retary Whitney, who has Just returned 
from Europe, and who declares: "The 
feeling in favor of bimetallism is a 
stronger in England than in 
countrry. Even conservative sti 
men are in favor of it The boards of 
trade of the great manufacturing 
towns, such as Birmingham and Mi 
Chester, have passed resolutions favor- 
ing the adoption of a doable standard. 
All through England inlluential men 
are taking this stand. Manager Lid- 
dendale, of the Bank of England, is 
one of those who believe the question 
should speedily be settled at an inter- 
national convention." 

Mr. Whitney favors an international 
agreement, but the point In the inter- 
view quoted is that the businessmen 
in England are demanding bimetallism. 
It is the bankers alone who are de- 
manding a continuation of the gold 
monometallic policy of the empire. 

In Germany the other day bimetal- 
lism received a great boom by the reso- 
lutions passed by the Prussian con- 
gress, -which virtually demand that 
the government return to a bimetallic 
policy. 

That the nvtnometallists are not 
making the headway they would like 
to is shown by comments like this 
irons the Washington Post: 

"If the opponents of the movement 
for free coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 10 to 1 would make sure of defeat- 
ing that proposition, they most show 
more skill In argument than many of 
them have thus far displayed. The 
advocates of free coinage are suffi- 
ciently numerous, respectable and in- 
telligent to command respect. A large 
majority of the democrats, a large mi- 
nority of the republicans, and the 
-whole of tin. populists are fortfree coin- 
age. This has been proven by many 
ivotes in congress, and is quite as clear- 
ly demonstrated by events outside of 
congress. Brainy men in both the old 
parties— men as strong as the ablest of 
their opponents— are in this silver 
movement are in it to stay till a set- 
tlement ie reached, and they are 
equipped v/ith arguments that are not 
only worthy of respectful considera- 
tion, but must have such treatment, 
or they will ccntinue to aaake cou- 

The people everywhere are being 
aroused on this great issue They are 
•studying "the money question as they 
never studied it before; and they are 
discovering that the tnonometal lists 
are unable to answer any of the im- 
portant questions the bimetallists put 
to them. They do not tell the public 
wvhy -there should be two kinds of 
money— one for a man to use aa paying 
his debts, and another to be used when 
he buys tor cash They do not tell the 
voters what their future policy is to be. 
They do not tell the wage-earners why 
they are richer when their wages are 
falling lower and lower, and many 
have no wages at all. They admit that 
international bimetallism is a good 
thing, but they fail to explain why an 
international agreement is necessary 
to re-establish bimetallism, but wa 
not necessary to abolish it. These ar 
some of the questions that none of th 
pamphlets books, circulars and other 
forms of gold literature attempt 
answer.— Los Angeles Express. 

The Facta. 
In the twenty-one years from the 
date that silver was demonetized, i1 
will be seen that wheat declined ir 
price nearly one-half, lacking only one 
half cent per bushel of half; cotton de- 
clined more than half, 2 1-10 cents pel 
pound more, while the decline in the 
price of silver was considerably 1< 
than half, 7}{ cents per ounce le 
wheat declined 40.6 per cent, cotton 
declined 61.5 per cent, and silver de- 
clined only 44.3 per cent Going from 
the bimetallic standard to the single 
gold standard has not caused as much 
fall in silver as it has in our two great 
articles of export—cotton and wheat. 
The fall in prices of all three was quite 
regular during the entire twenty-one 
years, and was produced by the same 

e— the discarding of silver 
money of redemption. Most other in- 
dustrial products have gone down in a 
somewhat similar ratio. Silver re- 
mains at its old comparative value. 
Gold has doubled in price; its func- 
tions have been doubled, and hence its 
appreciation. —Exchange

wl Capt. Stone, the chairman, voted 
i votes for Linn. Judge Crumbaugh, 
E. H. JanieH, Jno. B. Lester, F. A. 
Wilson, Ben Smith and two other 
delegates rose and Mr. James stat< 
that may were uninstiucted for se 
oud choice and they claimed tl 
right Jkj cast seven-twenty- fifths of 
four viotes for Morrow. 

Capt. Stone opposed this in a ve- 
hement speech, claiming that the del- 
egation was bound by the unit rule 
in all matters and that eighteen del- 
• «gates were for Linn. 

Chas. M. Meacham replied to Capt. 
Stone and denied the right of 18 del- 
egates to control the votes of the 
other seven. He called upon Capt. 
Stone to bear witness that state con- 
ventions for 20 years had uniformly 
held that delegates could 
they pleased. The unit rule was 
not finding and it had so been de- 
cidafey Jno. D. Carroll, VV.M. Beck 
ner imd A. S. Berry, who presided 
over the convention at Louisville two 
weeks ago. When coupled with poai- 
tive instructions it had a moral as 
pect and some chairmen denied the 
right cf delegates to violate positive 
instructions, but in this case there 
were no instructions. The so-called 
unit rule was merely a motion made 
that the delegates appointed by 
Judge Watkius himself vote as a unit. 
Numerous delegates declared ar J 
Judge Watkihs himself had stat 
that nobody interpreted the motion 
applying to any question after Judge 
Watkins should be dropped, tie 
closed by appealing for an honest 
count, now that Judge Morrow had 
won tne nomination in a fair fight. 
There were delegates ready to nomi- 
nate him; their constituents in large 
numbers were crowding the court 
room and urging them to do so; they 
were willing to assume the conse- 
quences of tneir actions and answer 
to their constituents and they had a 
right under every principle of fair 
dealing to vote as they pleased. 
They had carried out every instruc- 
tion given them and to gag and 
bind them now would be to do a 
wrong that no honest man should 
countenance. 

The chair decided that the dele- 
gates must vote as a unit. An ap- 
peal was made to the convention and 
the Morrow men had the fight won 
when Capt. Stone insisted on voting 
the Lyon county votes upon the ap- 
peal. Mr. Chas. H. Bush made a 
strong speech against this attempt to 
let "a man sit upon his own case." 
No contested delegation had the 
right to vote upon its own claims and 
nq MM of delegates being tried, as it 
were, had a right to vote for them- 
selves. It was for the other delegates 
to decide whether Lyon was casting 
its vote in a proper manner or not, 
and this attempt to prevent even the 
right of appeal was unjust and un- 

The debate lasted for half an hour 
and Mr. Bush received so much ap- 
plau-j*?rom the spectators as well as 
the dflfiegates that after Capt. Stone's 
second speech Mr. Garnett came to 
his rescue and argued along the same 
line. Mr. Bush proved himself a 
master in debate and captjured the 
crowd in the three short but pointed 
speeches he made. He had the 
crowd with him and clearly establish- 
ed the position he took. 

The chairman, however, stated that 
he desired to be consistent and would 
have to rule as before and the appeal 
was lost by a tie vote. 

Just before the decision was reach- 
ed Capt. T. A. Miller, Judge Linn's 
manager and chairman of the Callo- 
way delegation, took the floor and in 
a strong speech sustained the posi- 
tion taken by Messrs. Meacham and 
Bush on the unit rule question. His 
argument created a profound impres- 
sion and consternation was depicted 
on the faces of the Linn men. Capt. 
Miller raised his arm dramatically 
and declared that the Lyon county 
delegates had fulfilled every obliga- 
tion to Judge Watkins and had the 
.right to vote as they pleased and no 
man could deny them that right. He 
was greeted with great applause by 
the Morrow men and the crowd out- 
eido the railing, but at this point 
Capt. Curry, warden, and Ward Linn, 
deputy warden, of the penitentiary 
rushed upon Capt. Miller from opo- 
site directions. The latter yelled at 
him "you are making a h — 1 of a mis- 
take." Capt Curry said "yes, by G— d 
- it is a mistake. Set down," and Capt. 
Miller was forced into his seat before 
he could move to make Morrow's 
nomination unanimous, which every- 
body believed would be the outcome 
of his speech against the throttling 
tactics of his own side, 
v Amid intense excitement the con- 
|p?ution adjourned till 7:30 p. m , 
everybody feeling relieved that a 
free fight had been averted. Cries of 
"fraud," "gag law," "counted out" 
and similar expressions were heard on 
every side as the crowd remained in 
the room, as if expecting to see an 
outbreak at any moment. The lead- 
ers on both sides kopt cool and final- 
ly persuaded the heated partisans to 
retire without engaging in anything 
more dangerous than profanity. Both 
sides of the Trigg delegation were 
making preparations to send for more 
delegates when Messrs. Grasty and 
Shaw heard of it and made an agree- 
ment to fight it out with the 16 dele- 
gates present. One or two doubtful 
tlgWates were closely button -hole 
tWt urged to break the tie at the 
mght session. After adjournment 
Capt. Miller was prostrated witb 
heartfailure from the excitement of 
the closing episode and was unable 
to attend at night. 

The convention reconvened at 8 
o'clock, being delayed he If an hour 
by a caucus of the Trigg delegation

taken, making 248. There was 
change. Each stood U* to 1< 
Then Mr. Garnett rose and offer 
the following resolution at a time 
when only 16 of his 16 delegates v 
present and voting: 

Whereas, it has become manifest 
to the delegates now assembled iu 
Eddyville in convention that it is im- 
possible for said convention to effect 
a nomination of a Democratic candi 
date for circuit judge, therefore

ing a candidate for circuit judge of 
the third judicial district of Ken- 
tucky be referred to the Democratic 
committee of said district with the 
request that said committee take as 
early action in the premises as con- 
venient. And th ; s convention is ad- 
journed sine die." 

Before this motion was put Mr. 
Meacham arose and said he had a 
proposition to make. Let another 
ballot be taken and permit the Lyon 
delegation to divide its vote and vote 
as they pleased. Let the vote be re- 
corded under protest from the Linn 
men, with the understanding that 
the question be referred by wire to 
the Hon. Chas. R. Long, chairman of 
the state central committee, and his 
answer awaited. If Mr. Long, one of 
the best presiding officers in tne state, 
should hold that the protested votes 
were not lawfully and properly cast 
for Morrow, he stood pledged to with- 
draw Judge Morrow's name and 
move to nominate Linn by acclama- 
mation. There were expressions of 
approval on all sides ana it looked 
for awhile as if the Linn men would 
take the offer made, but Mr. Garnett 
arose and refused to let the matter 
come before the convention, declar- 
ing it "out of order." 

The vote on adjournment was then 
taken by counties and resulted 
adjournment 14 8-15, against 14 7-15 
and the convention was declared ad- 
journed without a day. 

An hour later Chairman W. P. Gat- 
lin, of the district committee, called 
the committee together to take ac- 
tion. All of the counties were repre- 
sented by the proper committeemen 
excepting Trigg. In the absence of 
chairman J J. Gaines of that county, 
Messrs. F. K. Grasty and G. B. Bing- 
ham were admitted and allowed to 
cast together one vote. The follow ■ 
ngcall for a primary election was 
ordered and signed by 11 o'clock: 

Frlmary Election Called. 

Whereas, A convention assembled 
in fhe city of Eddyville July 10, 1895, 
to nominate a Democratic candidate 

t judge failed to 
nomination and was adjourned sine 
die and the matter referred back to 
this committee, now therefore, a pri- 
mary election is hereby called for 
purpose on Saturday, August 
31st, 1895. 

Said election shall be held at the 
various voting precincts in the four 
counties of said district, between the 
hours of 8 a. m. and 6 p. m. It shall 
be the duty of the chairman of the 
Democratic county committee 
in each county to appoint the officers 
of said primary, consisting of two 
judges and one clerk for each pre- 
cinct, the clerk to decide all matters 
upon which the judges may disagree. 
Said officers are to be s-elected as 
nearly as practicable from lists fur- 
nished by the candidates at a date 
not later than .August 10, giving to 
each candidate an equal division of 
judges wherever it can be done. 

The manner of voting in said elec- 
tion shall be by depositing in a bal- 
lot box a written or printed ballot 
bearing only the name of the party 
voted for, 'and the names of all voters 
for whom ballots are deposited shall 
:orded in a poll book kept by 
the clerk. On depositing the ballot 
at the close of the polls the officers of 
election, before separating, shall com 
pare and count the ballots and certi- 
fy the result and return same by the 
following Tuesday to the chairman 
of their county committee, and all 
doubtful ballots shall be preserved 
and returned with the poll book and 
certificate, which shall show whether 
said ballots were counted or not. 

It shall be the duty of the several 
county chairmen to certify the result 
in their respective counties to the 
district committee, which shall as- 
semble at Cerulean Springs on Fri- 
day, Sept. 6, for the purpose of re- 
ceiving and canvassing said returns 
and declaring the result. The candi- 
date shown to have received the 
highest number of votes shall there- 
upon be declared the nominee of the 
Democratic party for circuit judge. 

None but known Democrats who 
will be qualified voters at the Novem- 
ber election shall be entitled to vote 
in said primary election. All voters 
shall be residents of the precincts in 
hich they vote.

been removed by the separate or united 
action of the nations most deeply in- 
terested in the subject the old ratio of 
actual and relative value will be re- 
established on a firmer foundation than 
ever. I know that the world's stock 
of the precious metals is none too large, 
and I see no reason to apprehend that 
it will .ever become so. Mankind will 
be fortunate, indeed, if the annual 
production of gold and silver coin shall 
keep pace with the annual increase of , 
population, commerce and industry. I

The 



A new bill formed by the congress of 
Chili provides for specie payment from 
June 1, 1895, and as both metals are to 
be utilized, the change promises to 
have an important effect upon the 
world's supply of metals. The presi- 
dent of Chili is empowered for the 
term of three years to coin 810,000,000 
of silver. All of the proceeds from the 
sale of nitrate beds shall be devoted 
exclusively to the purchase and coin- 
age of silver. Three gold coins of $20, 
810 and 85 are also provided for. The 
silver dollar is to weigh 20 grams and 
is to be 835-1000 fine.

A wen-kiHjTvn firm of hankers in 
Lontlurj has just made a profitable in- 
vestment. Some time ago a man who 
had defrauded them of a large sum of 
money was taken into custody, con- 
victed and sentenced to a long term of 
penal servitude. 

As may be imagined, says Tit 
Bits, the prison fare did not agree 
with a man who had by means 
of fraud lived on the fat of the 
land. The change affected him in 
ways but he complained more 
• of the effect the food had 
upon his teeth. They were not nnmcr- 
ons or In good condition when hp was 
sentenced and as they rapidly became 
worse he applied to the governor of the 
prison for a new set. 

He was told that the government did 
not supply prisoners with artificial 
teeth and at the first opportunity he 
wrote to the banking firm in question, 
offering, if they would send him a new 
set, to give them some valuable infor- 
mation. 

Thereupon the bankers, thinking the 
offer might be u genuine one, sent the 
governor of the prison a check for five 
poundB and asked him to provide the 
convict with a set of artificial teeth. 

In due course the sonvict kept his 
promise and sent the bankers certain 
information, by means of which they 
were enabled to recover no less than 
one thousand five hundred pounds of 
which they had been defrauded. They 
naturally regarded this as the best in- 
vestment they had ever made, but it 
proved even better than anticipated, 
for they have just received from the 
prison authorities a remittance of one 
pound, the teeth having cost only four 
pounds. 

A MOUSE THAT FLIES. 

DUcovery of a New Mammal Id the Cam- 
eroon Country. 
A new mammal, previously unknown 
to natural science, has been discovered 
by George Zenker, a German colonist 
in the country back of the Cameroon 
coast in equatorial Africa. It has been 
named the Idiurus Zenkeri by the Ber- 
lin museum of natural history, in 
honor of the discoverer, and in English 
would probably best be described as a 
flying mouse. While somewhat 
sembling a bat. it certainly belongs to 
an entirely different species. The 
animal is the size of a mouse, its fu 
is heavy, gray and soft, and it has 
wing membrane extending from th 
neck all around the body. This men 
brane is covered with fine hair, lyin 
closely against it. Two peculiarly 
shaped bones, extending out from be- 
hind the forward extremities, lend ad- 
ditional support to the membrane, 
which is strong enough to support the 
flying mouse in short downward flut- 
tering. The membrane acts more like 
parachute than a wing, and the 
animal is unable to raise itself from the 
ground by means of its flying apparatus. 
A curiously developed tail, longer than 
the animal itself, gives it a peculiar 
This tail Is covered by tiny 
horny scales, between which long, 
wimper-like hairs are growing out, and 
It ends In a brush. Little is known 
about the mode of life of the idiurus, 
but it feedB mostly on vegetable mat- 
ter.

KAVA DRINKING. 



A Peculiar Beverage of the South Best 
Islands. 

Kava is an indigenous tree, more or 
less plentiful throughout the South 
Sea islands, the root of which is em- 
ployed in the manufacture of the drink. 
When visitors are present, much cere- 
mony is observed in its preparation. A 
beautiful round bowl of dark-colored 
wood is produced, its interior shining 
with a blue enamellike coating, caused 
by the deposit of the root. Generally 
speaking, the best bowl is the property 
of the village, and much care is taken 
and time is spent in polishing and pre- 
serving the enamel in the interior. 

Three young girls, with shining 
white teath, chosen usually from the 
"belles" of the village, seat themselves 
around the bowl, each having a piece 
of the kava root. This they proceed to 
break up into small pieces, and, put- 
ting them into their mouths chew the 
dry root till it is reduced to a pulp,

tory just beyond the Italian border. 
During 1894 not less than 137 Italians 
were stopped on French territory on 
the suspicion of playing the spy, and 
of these 61 were civilians and 06 mili- 
tary persons, while the Italian authori- 
ties have stopped 219 French men and 
women on the charge of espionage, of 
whom 17 were held and sentenced. 
These facts in themselves speak a lan- 
guage which Is plain enough, for they 
show how suspicious one of these two 
leading Latin nations is of her neigh- 
bor and one-time ally, the other lead- 
ing Latin nation. They show how 
both countries deem a war as within 
the possibilities of the near future and 
how strained their relations have really 
come to bo since the establishment of 
the triple alliance whose member Italy 
has remained for over ten years. 

It is owing to this regrettable state 
of things that France, as well as Italy, 
has made and is still making all the 
preparations for a war whose scene 
might be on the territory of either 
country. Now the Franco-Italian bor- 
der Is formed , for nearly the whole line, 
by chains of the Alps which, in their 
eastern and northern spurs, form also 
the dividing line between Switzerland 
and Germany, Switzerland and France, 
and Switzerland and Italy. Only on 
the French border those chains rise 



fled and crenelated Alpine passes, nar- 
row ditches and crevasses that may be- 
come tombs for myriads of solders some 
day, have been erected or strengthened 
on both sides of the frontier during the 
past decade, and on summits of isolated 
mountain peaks the black mouths of 
Krupp or Creuzot guns are now frowning 
and threatening where formerly the 
goatand chamois peaceably grazed. But 
one of the most characteristic innova- 
tions made in both armies was the or- 
ganizatlon.thedrilling and the complete 
equipment of Alpine chasseur corps. 
The Italian army, as a matter of fact, 
had the nucleus of such a body even be- 
fore. Victor Emmanuel, father of the 
present king, was himself a son of the 
mountains and an indefatigable climber 
and hunter of mufflon, chamois and 
Alpine bear, and to him, too, it was 
due that a veritable elite corps, the best 
and hardiest of his army, has existed 
for the past forty years, the Caeeiaton, 
men inured to the dreadful hardships 




of Alpine warfare and knowing the 
narrow defiles of the Italian Alps, the 
Julian and the Cottian, as well as their 
pockets. 

In 1889 France finally followed suit, 
paternlng her corps of Alpine chasseur 
after the Italian, not onl 
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the frontier departments occupied by 
the Fourteenth and Fifteenth French 
army corps, twelve battalions of this 
new special troop were formed, backed 
up by twelve Alpine batteries, in all 
comprising about (1,000 men and 1,200 
beasts of burden, notably mules and 
donkeys. This corps has been made up 
of recruits partly obtained- from Savoy, 
partly from the Pyrenees department 
and from the maritime Alps, and they 
have been steadily improved in efficien- 
cy until they equal, if not surpass, the 
members of the Italian corps who had

for the first time, on a large scale, the 

future availability of the Chasseurs des 

Alpes; and the test has turned out 
quite satisfactorily. Hitherto the chain 
of observatory stations, of small camps 

and detached forts up on the mountain 
passes had been abandoned year after 
year, as the snow began to fly, as It had 
been supposed that to stay in those 
exposed posts during the dreadful 
winter weather w&s humanly not possi- 
ble, or at least fraught with great dan- 
ger and probable loss of many men's 
lives or health. 

These posts had been left unprotect- 
ed from early in November until tha 
snow on the peaks melted late In May 
or early In June, and all drilling and 
military marches and excursions had; 
likewise ceased during that time. Last 
winter, however, a series of camps 
were kept in fuU operation, with alto- 
gether 1,200 men and a corresponding 
number of beasts, and frequent marches 
and other exercises have been indulged 
In, the total loss of life until March 10 
numbering only 0. The largest of these 
hibernating camps have been main- 
tained near the Col di Tenda and the 
Col des Echelles, each about 7,000 feet 
high. A company of chasseurs was 
quartered In each, with a captain, two 
lieutenants and the requisite number of 
non-commissioned officers, each housed 
in separate barracks, to which must be 
added the stables (with mules, Alpine 
dogs and live goats, sheep and rabbits, 
the latter for food), the provision house, 
the cellars, the workshop, etc 

What these hardy Alpine soldiers had 
most to contend with was to maintain 
communication with the nearest val- 
leys and villages, and this was a task 
especially difficult this past winter, as 
the snow fell frequently, and, for the 
three weeks following Christmas, al- 
most uninterruptedly. On the moun- 
tain sides the snow lay, in the middle 
of February, about three foet high, 
since which time it has slowly dimin- 
ished day by day. To reestablish, after 
several days of violent snowstorm, com- 
munication with the nearest "base of 
operations," was often a herculean 
piece of work, and the men from the 
Col des Echelles repeatedly were forced 
to dig tunnels through mounds and 
high walls of snow that impeded their 
progress downwards. 

The establishment of this French 
corps of Alpine chasseurs has spurred 
Spain to organize on her part a simi-

He told Bonfleld he did not 
want it, but Bonfleld said: "You must 
obey orders." Under Mayor Cregier he 
was made a captain and assigned to 
duty in Englewood, where he remained 
until his retirement. For two years he 
did splendid service for the world's fair 
people, having full charge of the guards 
at the gates.

Cotton Held in the soutfc 

The regular monthly cotton crop 
report for the Memphis district gives 
the following information: "The 
weather of June was in the main fav- 
orable for cotton, but there is com- 
plaint from many sections in Missis- 
sippi, Arkansas, and Alabama of ex- 
cessive rains which have materially 
interfered with the cultivation of the 
crop. Of our 350 correspondents, 
238 report the crop in good condition, 
34 in fair condition and 72 in poor 
condition; 150 report the crop in bet- 
ter condition than last year at this 
time; 100 report it in not so good 
condition, and 98 in about the same 
condition. 

j to the continued rains that 
have fallen in the sections named 
many fields are reported foul with 
grass and as showers have prevailed 
daily since these reports were sent 
the damage to the crop has b-en 
augmented and serious injury is lia- 
ble to follow unless the rains cease. 

Stands are generally good in all of 
the four Btates and the plant is be- 
ginning to bloom and form, but has 
been retarded on account of the ex- 
cessive rains. While the outlook for 
corn is favorable, the corn crop is par 
excellence. 342 out of our 3o0 cor- 
respondents report the corn crop as 
being the finest raised for years and 
that the yield of the cereal 
Memphis section will be the largest 
in its history."
